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Fire Whistle 
Ignored in 1906 
Holocaust Here 


FIRE: 
The return of students 
this week to the rebuilt 
H a m ­ 
burg Junior high school recalls 
the tragic fire on that early New 
Year's morning year before last 
to most of our residents. 
But 
how many 
are still here 
who remember another holocaust 
that 
occurred 
early 
on a New 
Year’s day a half century ago. 
On 
that morning, 
what 
was 
known as the “union block’’ on the 
east side of the square 
burned. 
There had been a celebration 
at 
midnight and for a time 
after­ 
wards, heralding in the New Year 
of 1906, with whistles, 
shooting 
and the ringing of bells, including 
the sounding of the fire bell. 
So when fire was 
discovered 
around 2 a. rn. that New Year’s 
morning 
and the fire 
bell was 
rung and rung, nearly everybody 
figured that the celebration was 
being carried on by the boys who 
still were out and didn’t pay too 
much attention at first. 
• , • * 
I was looking through'the files 
of the old weekly Saline County 
Register when I ran across the ac­ 
count of the big blaze. 
The fire was discovered in the 
rear of the Pearce Bros, grocery 
on the ground floor of the E. W. 
Wiedemann 
building, 
and 
the 
blaze spread to get also the Seton 
and Davenport buildings. 
The story relates that the fire 
—was already well under way and 
had spread to the upper floor, oc­ 
cupied by the Chronicle printing 
offices 
and the offices 
of W. I. 
Reynolds and Esquire 
Ira 
Gib­ 
bons before the fire department 
got to fighting the blaze, “because 
people were slow to respond to the 
alarm owing to the noisy manner 
in which the New Year had been 
ushered in with whistles, shoot­ 
ing and bells, including the fire 
bell which had been sounded 
re­ 
peatedly.” 
The story said that “the 
fire 
department turned out 
and the 
boys worked heroically to check 
the 
flames, but thr Seten 
and 
Davenport buildings on the south, 
comprising 
he remainder of the 
‘union 
block’ and 
extending to 
the southeast corner of the square, 
were soon hopelessly aflame.”

The entire block, the story re­ 
lated, was destroyed, 
including 
the Pearce store and Chronicle 
plant contents. 
“The Seten Dry Goods Co. and

Negro pupils stayed home from 
a newly integrates high school in 
Sturgis, Ky., today although Na­ 
tional Guardsmen stood ready to 
force their way into class again.

The situation grew tense in the 
early morning hours with reports 
that the crowd would be swelled 
by miners from nearby communi­ 
ties. 
National Guardsmen, bayonets 
now removed from their guns, 
stood guard along with state troop­ 
ers whose 20 cars were parked 
bumper to bumper at the school. 
The National Guard force 
Clinton, Tenn., was lowered to 
about 200 today as the tense situa­ 
tion there eased. 
Twelve Negro 
pupils are in Clinton High. 
More 
than half of the 800 white students 
remained away from classes.

Generally 
the hackneyed phrase is used to 
quiet some impatient person who 
is fidgeting because of delay. The 
words ara often uttered in an im­ 
patient tone more disturbing than 
the delay itself. 
When we say "in a minute” we 
generally mean several minutes. 
If we actually acted within the 60 
seconds which we requested we 
should shock most people. 
The minutes we dday in the 
course of a day are very unrea­ 
sonable. 
Many of our delays are 
entirely unnecessary. Many result 
from lack of consideration of other 
people. 
If our “in a minutes” 
were piled tnd on end for aa short 
a period as a week we should not 
belief* the amount of time we 
have misused. 
* We etui* untold inconvenience 
to other people with our selfish 
delays. The impatience whieh we 
couple with the inconvenience is 
adding insult to injury- We do not 
mean to hurt others, hut we hurt 
them just the same. 
God has given us 24 hours in a 
day. He has given us friends, rela­ 
tives and associates. 
We cannot 
use the allotted hours independent 
of other people. Somehow we must 
learn to fit our time with the time 
of other people in order to de 
crease tensions, to increase pa 
Hence and satisfactions, and to ap­ 
ply the Golden Rule.
